Congresswoman Norton's “No Taxa¬ 
tion Without Representation" bill would 
provide a voting representative in the 
H ouse and two U .S. Senators in the Sen¬ 
ate. (In spite of the catchy title used, it 
does not change the duty to pay U .S. 
taxes)

"Today, the Judiciary Committee of 
the Council voted to cut the number of 
police officers in the Mayor's proposed 
FY 2004 budget. The committee then 
recommended transferring millions of 
dollars to provide across-the-board pay 
increases for unspecified government 
employees. The reduction to the pro¬ 
posed M PD budget was offered by Ward 
3 Councilmember Kathy Patterson. In a 
3 to 2 vote, her proposed cut received the 
support of Counci I members Jack Evans 
(Ward 2) and Kevin Chavous(Ward 7). 
"This is really outrageous," said 
Williams. "Who are they listening to? 
0 ver the past 8 months, I have met with 
hundreds of citizens from across the city 
who have pleaded for more police offi¬ 
cers. Everywhere I go people are saying 
the same thing over and over, 'we need 
more police in the neighborhoods,'" he 
added. 

"I do want to commend Coun- 
cilmembers Sharon Ambrose and Harold 
Brazil, who strongly opposed the cut on 
behalf of their constituents," said the 
M ayor. "They have heard from citizens 
and they know how important this is. I 
am confident that a majority of the full 
Council will reverse the irresponsible and 
reckless position taken by the commit¬ 
tee." 

"We're never going to get to full 
strength in this police department if we 
don't start hiring and recruiting more 
officers. It's really quite simple: if we 
want more police on the street we need to 
put more money in the budget. Citizens 
need to make this clear to the rest of the 
Council."

The H umanities Council of Wash¬ 
ington, D .C. recently awarded a $1,500 
planning grant to the World Bank-1 M F 
African-American Association and the 
Southwest Youth Activities Task Force 
to (1) plan an educational and enrich¬ 
ment program for Sixth Grade students 
at Anthony Bowen Elementary School; 
and to (2) enhance and expand the 
African-American Association's ten-year 
old exhibit on Justice Thu rgood Mar¬ 
shall, the first African-American 
Supreme Court Justice and former 
Southwest resident who lived on G 
Street. The program at Bowen ES will 
run for six-weeks and will engage the 
students on a host of interactive activi¬ 
ties, discussions, dialogues and presen¬ 
tations focusing on (1) Justice Mar¬ 
shall's life and accomplishments, and 
(2) the effects of Brown vs. Board of 
Education on the students' lives today. 
Brown vs. Board of Education, the 
1954 landmark Supreme Court deci¬ 
sion which declared segregation in pub¬ 
lic schools unconstitutional, will cele¬ 
brate its 50th anniversary with a host of 
national and local activities in 2004. 
Bowen ES has been invited to partici¬ 
pate in one of the local events. 

The World Bank-1 MF African 
American Association's exhibit chroni¬ 
cles the life and accomplishments of 
Thurgood Marshall from early child¬ 
hood to the Supreme Court bench and 
to his being printed on the 26th stamp 
of the U S Postal Service Black H eritage 
series unveiled in January 2003. The 
exhibit will be available for other 
schools, libraries, museums, and inter¬ 
national organizations. Since 1994, the 
exhibit has traveled throughout the 
metropolitan area, Norfolk, VA and on 
three long-term stays at the Thurgood 
Marshall Center for Service and Her¬ 
itage (TM CSH ) in Washington, D.C., 
including its grand opening in 2000. 
The exhibit has also been displayed at 
the World Bank on numerous occa¬ 
sions. Since February 2003, the exhibit 
has been on loan to theTM CSH . 

H umanities scholars for the Bowen

ANC Asks Questions At Zoning Hearing 


At the Mar. 31 hearing of the DC Zon¬ 
ing Commission, SW/SE ANC 6D Chair 
Ahmed Assalaam was allowed to question of 
witness for the D.C. Office of Planning. 
Excerpts from the transcript follow: 

MR. ASSALAAM: ... "[H ]ow does 
this PU D meet the mayor's initiative to 
bring in 1000,000 new residents over the 
next 10 years when the residential com¬ 
ponent is not available for 20 years?" 

MR.JACKSON [oftheDC Officeof 
Planning]: ..."[T]he first phase would be 
to build the road and put the two new 
buildings along 4th Street. Those are the 
buildingswhich would be79 feet tall with 
first floor retail. The second phase, which 
could occur five years after that, would 
provide the residential buildings in the 
northwest corner and an office building 
in the southwest corner along M 
Street...[T ]hey anticipate that we are talk¬ 
ing about eight years for them coming 
back for that second stage..." 

M R. ASSALAAM : ... "Are you aware 
that throughout all of these meetings that 
you mentioned, the community over¬ 


whelmingly requested retail space and not 
additional office space? 

DIRECTOR ALTMAN [Office of 
Planning]: ... "We heard over and over 
from the community about the impor¬ 
tance of retail and not only the impor¬ 
tance of retail but what that retail is going 
to be like in terms of making sure that it 
was on all of 4th Street. T here were con¬ 
cerns that it wouldn't be on all of 4th 
Street or on M Street. And the applicant, 
as a result, has included those as part of 
this PUD." 

M R. ASSALAAM : ... "What benefits 
will the city and residents receive with a 
federal tenant who will bring about 
10,000 employees to the area, mor than 
likely from the suburbs? 

DIRECTOR ALTMAN:... "I can say 
that we are not at all insisting ...that this 
be exclusively a federal tenant. We are 
happy that the building, frankly, be ten¬ 
anted... [T] hat is why we have included 
400,000 square feet of residential that is 
not required." 

M R. ASSALAAM : "H ow did this pre¬ 
sentation or plan work with the South¬ 


west waterfront redevelopment plan, 
which calls for a boulevard along M 
Street, where there is a plan for a tower 
and office? 

DIRECTOR ALTMAN: ... "[W]e 
think that a boulevard by definition - you 
have 120 feet here [the width of M St. 
S.W.] - are the streets in the city that can 
accommodate height. In fact, it is where 
you want height to be, as opposed to on 
residential streets...So I actually see height 
as important to creating a boulevard and 
not at all a contradiction of that. That is 
why we encouraged it. Especially when 
you are sitting right on top of a M etro sta¬ 
tion. That is exactly where I think you 
want to have height in the city. 

"Again, you are taking about 10-11 
stories. It's not an excessive amount of 
height for this to handle. And I don't see 
it in conflict with the Southwest water¬ 
front marina area at all. In fact, this 
neighborhood is characterized by varying 
heights, as was shown in the earlier map, 
residential buildings that are at 90 feet, 
the existing 130 foot office building."

The museum is managed by the H is-

I have been a resident of Southwest Washing¬ 
ton, D .C. since 1985.1 am present today to aver that I support the Planned Unit 
Development (PUD) Case No. 02-38. 

"I support the zoning changes, the 4th Street cut-through with nice wide 
streets for pedestrians to walk and the increased heights in buildings. 

"I believethe Forest City Washington, theKaempfer Company, theDC Plan¬ 
ning Office and other affiliates are doing an outstanding job in developing great 
plansfor a Waterfront M all that is the best it can be. In addition, they have met 
with numerous groups over and over again in Southwest for the past few years 
and graciously incorporated some of the residents' ideas into this PU D. 

“T he Waterside M all has been in dire need of renovations too long already. It 
is the only M all in Southwest. Southwest is fortunate to have these developers, 
D C Government and others to spend so much time and money to conciliate the 
Southwest residents. 

"There comes a time, however, to move forward and implement a plan that 
will bring to Southwest a beautiful M all, with all the amenities one could ever 
desire. 

"There is a certain amount of risk that developers take under normal cir¬ 
cumstances to provide the money that such a complex requires. T hese risks have 
been greatly enhanced since the September 11, 2001, attack on America, in the 
form of much higher insurance rates for property, health insurance, life insurance 
and thelike. The longer the delays, the more expensive the costs will be for what 
will be a beautiful M all. 

"I ask the Zoning Commission to approve this PUD. Thank you for listen¬ 
ing. Respectfully, N aomi J. M onk." 



PU D's Public Amendities Are Listed 


In testimony at the Zoning C ommisson 
hearing, theDC Office of Planning listed 
public amenities that the developers were 
not required to include in the PUD: 

M R. JACKSON :... "[Tjhey're asking 
for a change in classification to a PUD 
which gets them 9 feet for one building 
and then a portion of the site to be 
rezoned to allow them to have 112 feet. 

"In exchange, they are providing 
street retail, 400 residential units, a pub¬ 
lic plaza around the Metro, pedestrian 
access to the M etro. They're taking care 
of the park, a public park, north of their 
property. They're building back ten feet 
[from M St.] to allow additional land¬ 
scaping...They are providing adequate 
sidewalks and a town center style of retail 
space that will serve ... this community 
and beyond... 

"Sthe amenities, once again, street- 


oriented retail, residential uses, land¬ 
scape, public plaza, maintenance of the 
public park north near I Street, a 10 foot 
step-back from M Street, generous side¬ 
walks on 4th Street, streetscape improve¬ 
ments along M Street, breaking up the 
massive superblock to be more compati¬ 
ble with the L'Enfant plan and real neigh¬ 
borhood development, creation of retail 
frontages that interact with pedestrians. 

"It has pedestrian access to 4th Street, 
M Street and to the M etro, creation of a 
town center as allotted for in the com¬ 
prehensive plan, maintenance of existing 
retail and service establishments through 
construction by providing for the bank, 
the pharmace, and the grocery store to be 
maintained on the property through con¬ 
struction, and ultimately to provide addi¬ 
tional opportunities for residents to live 
in the Southwest."
